toral, political and general condition of 
the lalailds. The following paragraph, 
teyltlreCilie MPMI of the Princess 
Kainlani to the Amerioan people, sent 
out fMm LoBiea * iMr dsffeagolsof 
peculiar intertat: 

"The princess heir apparent has al- 
wavs been, and is likdy to always be, 
l^er English influence. Her father is 
BHtish in blood and prejudices, Annly 
ifatrenohed here at ooUeotor of costoms, 
an important and Inflnential oOce. She 
has been for some yean and etiU is in 
England; her patnm there, who has a 
kind of guardianship over her— T. H. 
Daviee— u a Tory Englishman who 
lived here manv yeaia. who still owns 
large property in the idands, and is a 
resolnte and penriatent opponent of 
Amerioan precuMniaanoe, Utterly de- 
Bonncing even the Amsrioati aoquiai- 
tion of Pearl harbor. 

"Mr. WodehoQse, the English min- 
ister, has Ions resided here; ids eldest 
! ion is marrieu to a half caate sister of 
the crown princess, aaoUiOT son is in 
the Honolulu postoffloe, and a daughter 
is also married to a resident of one of 
the islands. The death of the pre^^cnt 
queen, therefore, woald virtually place 
an TCw piUh prinassa on the Hawaiian 
throne, and put in the hi&as odt tho 
ultra English the patronage and influ* 
enoe of the iwlaoe.

Indianapolis, Feb. 22.— The senate 
acted favorably upon two bills yester 
day whic^ meditate important changes 
in existing laws. The first was Senator 
Magee's bill which provides that th< 
waidflna of thb state prisons shall not 
aoeept anv bid f <lr contract prison labor 
at less than 05 cents per day, with 
penalties being fixed for its l161atio:i 
nnd all c ontracts for a less par dlsau 
being declared null. The second m#as 
ore is that of Senator Leyden, knorvn 
U the loan, trust and filtfe deposit bill 
It provides for the inccA'poration y* 
loan, trust and safe deposit companie 
under the laws of the state and, when 
so incorporated with a capital of not 
less than $100,000, they may act by,ai 
pointment of courts of justice or by 
their aelecMon bv individaals as guard- 
ia<ui of ttinoii, Intotics or of haDitual 
drunkards and of the estates of deceaficd 

Sstsoaa, the bill placing such co^ora 
cos in practically the same relation 
towards the persons and estates undei 
the calw of ooutts that individuals now 
sustain toward them. The bill received 
a decided majority in the senate, and it 
goes to the house witii a certainty that 
many of ita friends will follow it there 
to urge its passage. 

Other bills were passed ai follows 
Authorizing the formation of Vcduntary 
associations for the poipose of dridn- 
age; requiring caaffidatea for countv 
sttperintaodnt to bold • three yean' li- 
cense IB oroer to be eligible to election. 
This itftamoott th* Mmmlttse ota eaeou 
tive appoiBtmeati reported adversolv 
upon the nomination of Tt^ostee Wef- 
snans of the refoirm school for boy.s at 
Plainfleld. Hie appointment woe mad 
by Oovernor C^aae during a vacation ot 
the senate, and was reported by Qtov- 
emor Matthews out of oonrteay to his 
predeoasaer. A Democrat wUl bow be 
appcdated to the position. 

The honae went into committee of 
the whole on the general appropriatiut 
bill, the aeotioo under craisiaeration 
being the salaries and expenses of the 
auditor of state's office. The committe< 
recommendM tS,800 for the salary <>t 
the depn^ av^tcr, $1,800 each for the 
insurance and jaAd darks, $M for the 
stenographer and $1,000 for office ex 
penses. Ob motion of Mr. McMullen 
the salary of the first named was re- 
duced to $2,600 and those of the clerks 
to $1,M0. while that of the stenographer 
iraa itrioken out entirely and the office 
expenses were reduced to $600. The 
committee appeared to be deeply im' 
pressed with the fact that a stenograph 
er is a useless appendage to* a stete 
olBoe ai)d tho allowancea for such em 
ployments were slaughtiired as fast as 
reached. The officers wiU probably do 
as they have done in the past— employ 
the atsnogTMhers without futtiarity 
from the ItiMitBre and i>ay tirtm out 
of the alloinmoa for office ezpenass. 

The tax levy for 18$4 aad 1885 was ti^ 
ported to the boose by the ways and 
means committee. The bill prorides 
for a total tax of 82 cents on each $100. 

At noon yesterday the constitutional 
limit expired on the McHngh biU, ex- 
tending the terins of all city dfflcers 
from May next to November. 18M, and 
the measure is therefore a law, the oob' 
stitation nouiriag the governor to atgi 
or veto a biH within three days after it 
is presented to him and, if hedosa 
neither, the bill becoming a law with- 
out his signature. Not having NtlttlMd 
it either with his approval orius objec- 
tions within the prsaoribed time, it now 
has the same foroa as though he had 
signed it.

I know nothing about ttie cause of the 
accident and as yoQ may well imagine I 
have been too busy to inquire."
